REGRETS THE JAPANESE EXCLU­ 
SION CLAUSE IN 
BILL 
(By United Pr***) 
Washington, May 26.— Presi­ 
dent Coolidge today signed the 
immigration bill providing for 
exclusion of Japanese effective 
July I. 
The president Issued a statement 
explaining his action, saying that 
however much he regretted Japan­ 
ese exclusion clause "he must con­ 
sider the bill as a whole and the im­ 
perial need of the country for legisla­ 
tion of a general character." 
"In signing this bill," Mr. Coolidge 
said, "which, in its main features, I 
heartily approve, I regret the impos­ 
sibility of severing from it the exclu­ 
sion provision, which in the light of 
existing laws afreets especially the 
Japanese," 


Whole Subject of Immigration 
"If the exclusion provision stood 
alone, I should disapprove it without 
hesitation, but it is a comprehensive 
measure, dealing with the 
whole 
subject of immigration and setting 
up the necessary adminstrative ma­ 
chinery. 
The quota action of 1921 
will terminate June 30 next. 
It is 
of great importance that a compre­ 
hensive measure should take its place 
and that arrangements for its 
ad 
ministration should be provided at 
once, in order to prevent confusion." 


Takes Congrwe to Task 
Mr. Coolidge took congress to task 
for Insisting on the form of the ex­ 
clusion provision over his objection, 
declaring that the method of secur­ 
ing it is "unnecessary and deplorable 
at this time." 
"To have permitted the 
govern­ 
ment to have negotiated for exclu­ 
sion by treaty," he said, "would not 
have derogated from the authority of 
congress to deal with the question in 
any exigency requiring its action." 


Other Provisions in the Bill 
In addition to the Japanese exclu­ 
sion clause, the provisions 
of 
the 
measure include: 
Quotas of all countries are Axed at 
2 per cent, based on the foreign pop­ 
ulation in this country, according to 
the 1890 census. 
After July I, 1927, immigration 
will be limited to 
150,000, 
every 
country getting a quota in this figure 
according to the national origins of 
the foreign population in the United 
States as shown by the 1920 census. 
To prevent congestion and other 
difficulties, the American foreign con­ 
sular officials may not issue visas to 
more than IO per cent of the coun­ 
try’s quota in any month. 
Alien seamen on vessels touching 
at American ports may not land, ex­ 
cept for medical attention. 
Wives and children of American 
citizens and citizens of Canada and 
all western hemisphere republics are 
exempt from the quota provision.

W ashington, M ay 26.— P re si­ 
dent C oolidge today signed the 
im m igration bill p roviding for 
exclusion o f Japanese effective 
July I. 
The president issued a statem ent 
explaining his action, saying that 
however much he regretted Jap an ­ 
ese exclusion clause "he must con­ 
sider the bill as a whole and the im­ 
perial need of the country for legisla­ 
tion of a general character." 
"In signing this bill," Mr. Coolidge 
said, "which, in its main features, I 
heartily approve, I regret the impos­ 
sibility of severing from it the exclu­ 
sion provision, which in the light of 
existing laws affects especially the 
Japanese." 


Whole Subject of Immigration 
"If the exclusion provision stood 
alone, I should disapprove it without 
hesitation, but it is a comprehensive 
measure, dealing with the 
whole 
subject of immigration and setting 
up the necessary adm instrative ma­ 
chinery. 
The quota action of 1921 
will term inate June 30 next. 
It is 
of great importance that a compre­ 
hensive measure should take its place 
and th a t arrangem ents for its 
ad­ 
ministration should be provided at 
once, in order to prevent confusion." 


Takes Congress to Task 
Mr. Coolidge took congress to task 
for insisting on the form of the ex­ 
clusion provision over his objection, 
declaring th a t the method of secur­ 
ing it is "unnecessary and deplorable 
at this time.” 
"To have permitted the 
govern­ 
ment to have negotiated for exclu­ 
sion by treaty," he said, "would not 
have derogated from the authority of 
congress to deal with the question in 
any exigency requiring its action." 


Other Provisions in the Bill 
In addition to the Japanese exclu­ 
sion clause, the provisions 
of 
the 
measure include: 
Quotas of all countries are Axed at 
2 per cent, baaed on the foreign pop­ 
ulation in this country, according to 
the 1890 census. 
After July I, 1927, immigration 
will be limited to 
150,000, 
every 
country getting a quota in this figure 
according to the national origins of 
the foreign population in the United 
States as shown by the 1920 census. 
To prevent congestion and other 
difficulties, the American foreign con­ 
sular officials may not issue visas to 
more than IO per cent of the coun­ 
try ’s quota in any month. 
Alien seamen on vessels touching 
at American ports may not land, ex­ 
cept for medical attention. 
Wives and children of American 
citizens and citizens of Canada and 
all western hemisphere republics are 
exempt from the quota provision.
